1 . (Currently Amended) A utility table comprising: 

a blow-molded table top having a first e nd, a s e cond e nd, including a top surface 
and a bottom surface e xt e nding b e tw ee n th e first end and th e second end , the blow- 
molded table top comprising: 

a lip extending outwardly from the bottom surface, the lip including 
having an interior surface, and outer surface, and a bottom surface; and 

a first connecting aperture formed in the interior surface of the lip n e ar th e 
first e nd of th e tabl e top ; 

a first sleeve having a first end and a second end, wh e r e in the second end of the 
first sleeve is being at least partially disposed in the first connecting aperture; 
a first table leg having a first end and a s e cond e nd ; and 

a first cross pole having opposing e nds, th e first cross pol e b e ing conn e ct e d to th e 
first e nd of the first table l e g, wherein one of th e e nds of the first cross pol e is at l e ast 
partially dispos e d in th e first sle e ve 

a bar including a first end and a second end, the first end of the bar at least 
partially disposed in the first sleeve; and 

a brace assembly connected to the first table leg and the bar . 
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2. (Original) The utility table as recited in claim 1, further comprising a first recess 
formed in the exterior surface of the lip, wherein the recess is substantially aligned with the first 
connecting aperture. 

3. (Original) The utility table as recited in claim 2, wherein the second end of the 
first sleeve is configured to engage the first recess. 

4-5. (Cancelled) 

6. (Original) The utility table as recited in claim 1, wherein the first end of the first 
sleeve comprises a fixing plate. 

7. (Original) The utility table as recited in claim 1, wherein the lip comprises at least 
one groove. 

8. (Original) The utility table as recited in claim 7, wherein the at least one groove 
abuts against the first sleeve. 

9. (Original) The utility table as recited in claim 1, further comprising a second 
connecting aperture formed in the exterior surface of the lip and substantially aligned with the 
first connecting aperture. 
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10. (Currently Amended) The utility table as recited in claim 9, further comprising a 
second sleeve including having a first end and a second end, the second end being at least 
partially disposed in the second connecting aperture and substantially aligned with the first 
sleeve. 

1 1 . (Original) The utility table as recited in claim 10, wherein the first sleeve and the 
second sleeve are slidably engaged. 

12. (Original) The utility table as recited in claim 10, wherein the first end of the 
second sleeve comprises a fixing plate.

22. > (New) A table comprising: 

at least one leg movable between an extended position and a collapsed position; 
a bar; 

a brace assembly including a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of 
the brace assembly being connected to the at least one leg, the second portion of the brace 
assembly being connected to the bar; 

a sleeve, the sleeve receiving a portion of the bar; and 

a table top including a top portion, a bottom portion, a hollow interior portion and 
a lip extending from the bottom portion, the lip including a receiving portion and at least 
one inwardly extending portion, the receiving portion receiving at least a portion of the 
sleeve, the at least one inwardly extending portion abutting a portion of the sleeve. 

23. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the receiving portion is at least 
partially formed in an interior portion of the lip; and wherein the at least one inwardly extending 
portion is at least partially formed in an exterior portion of the lip. 

24. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the sleeve is configured to 
engage the at least one inwardly extending portion. 

25. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the sleeve receives at least a 
portion of the inwardly extending portion. 
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26. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the receiving portion is at least 
partially formed in an interior portion of the lip; and wherein the at least one inwardly extending 
portion is at least partially formed in a bottom portion of the lip. 

27. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the at least one inwardly 
extending portion comprises at least one groove. 

28. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the at least one inwardly 
extending portion comprises a plurality of spaced apart grooves abutting a plurality of a spaced 
apart portions of the sleeve. 

29. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the sleeve further includes an 
outwardly extending portion sized and configured to limit the movement of the sleeve relative to 
the lip. 

30. (New) The table as recited in Claim 29, wherein the outwardly extending portion 
comprises a peripheral flange. 

31. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the sleeve further includes a 
flange sized and configured to abut a portion of the lip. 
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32. (New) The table as recited in Claim 22, wherein the at least one leg comprises a 
pair of legs; and wherein the brace assembly comprises a V-shaped strut and a support member, 
the V-shaped strut being connected to the pair of legs, the support member being connected to 
the V-shaped strut and the bar. 

33. (New) A table comprising: 

at least one leg movable between an extended position and a collapsed position; 
a bar; 

a brace assembly including a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of 
the brace assembly being connected to the at least one leg, the second portion of the brace 
assembly being connected to the bar; 

a first sleeve receiving at least a portion of the bar; 

a second sleeve receiving at least a portion of the first sleeve; and 

a table top including a top portion, a bottom portion, a hollow interior portion and 
a lip extending from the bottom portion, the lip including a first receiving portion and a 
second receiving portion, the first receiving portion receiving at least a portion of the first 
sleeve, the second receiving portion receiving at least a portion of the second sleeve. 

34. (New) The table as recited in Claim 33, wherein the first receiving portion is at 
least partially formed in an interior portion of the lip; and wherein the second receiving portion is 
at least partially formed in an exterior portion of the lip. 
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35. (New) The table as recited in Claim 33, wherein the second sleeve receives at 
least a portion of the bar. 

36. (New) The table as recited in Claim 33, wherein the first sleeve and the second 
sleeve are slidably coupled. 

37. (New) The table as recited in Claim 33, wherein the first sleeve includes a flange 
sized and configured to abut an interior portion of the lip; and wherein the second sleeve includes 
a flange sized and configured to abut an exterior portion of the lip. 

38. (New) The table as recited in Claim 33, wherein the lip further includes at least 
one inwardly extending portion abutting a portion of the first sleeve. 

39. (New) The table as recited in Claim 33, wherein the lip further includes at least 
one inwardly extending portion abutting a portion of the second sleeve. 
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
